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the  fol lowing  passages: — Speaking  of  Mr  Canning's  conduct,  and  his  variance 
in  opinion  with  some  of  his  late  colleagues,  Mr  *B.  said,  “  Mr  Canning 
differed  as  much  from  those  two  Noble  Lords  on  the  home  policy  of  the 
country,  as  far  as  regarded  its  trade  and  its  finance,  as  he  did  on  the  Catholic 
ouestion  and  on  the  Holy  Alliance.  (Loud  cheers.)  He  differed,  also, 
widely  from  them  on  that  most  important  subject,  the  improvement  of  its 
civil  and  criminal  jurisprudence ;  for  while  tliey  would  suffer  no  antiquated 
abuse,  however  glaring,  to  stir  from  the  pride  of  place  in  which  ignorance 
bad  enshrined  it, — while  they  would  not  hear  a  word  of  our  being  a  whit 
wiser  than  our  ancestors  in  the  savage  days  of  the  Tudors  and  Plantagenels, — 
while  they  would  know  nothing  of  improvement,  save  improvement  in  the 
revenue,  which  meant  improvement  in  their  salaries,  and  impoverishment  to 
the  people,  by  the  increase  of  taxation — {loud  cheers) ^ — while  they  would 
know  nothing  pf  improvement,  save  improvement  of  their  power  to  crush 
the  people,  and  to  extinguish  the  people’s  voices  ( cheering  continued)  ^ — he 
(Mr  Canning)  was  the  advocate,  not  with  them  but  against  them,  of  those 
improvements  which  were  wrested  from  their  grasp  for  the  country  and  for 
mankind  {cheers)  ;  and  he  and  his  then  colleagues,  who  gave  a  reluctant 
though  open  consent  to  the  general  measures  of  Administration,  giving  up 
their  opposition  on  minor  points,  but  pressing  it  upon  others  of  greater 
importance, — he  and  they  still  maintained  their  former  adherence  to  the 
principles  of  improvement,  and  occupied  a  leading  place  in  his  Majesty's 
Councils.  Here  let  him  ask  the  meeting  to  reflect  how  the  Members  of  the 
late  Administration  stood  with  regard  to  one  another.  It  was  notorious  that 
they  differed  widely  among  themselves — that  they  opposed  individually 
measures  that  ought  to  have  had  the  undivided  support  of  the  Cabinet — 
that  they  repeatedly  stayed  to  vote  and  speak  against  each  other — and  that 
Mr  Canning  and  his  friends  were  sometimes  defeated,  and  sometimes 
carried  important  victories  for  the  amelioration  of  their  country  and  man¬ 
kind.  (Cheers.)  Now  let  the  mectihg  reflect  how  far  Mr  Canning  and 
his  friends  differed  from  the  Whigs  collectively,  or  from  him  (Mr  Brougham) 
ns  an  individual  member  of  that  body,  opposing  the  Administration  as  he 
did  generally,  and  yet  yielding  to  some  of  their  measures  a  partial,  and 
when  he  could,  not  a  reluctant  assent.  Did  they  difl'er  at  all  }  No  such 
thing.  On  the  contrary,  on  all  those  mighty  occasions,  for  the  cause  of  the 
country,  fur  the  cause  of  liberty,  and  fur  the  general  cause  of  mankind, 
t  ley  and  he  were  seen  fighting  side  by  side.  (Cheers.)  And  was  there 
anything  so  very  extraordinary  iu  a  little  time  having  been  taken,  after  an 
individual  had  acceded  to  the  Government  under  the  peculiar  circumstances 
under  which  Mr  Canning  acceded  to  it, — was  there  anything  so  very 
extraordinary  that  Mr  Canning  did  not  begin  all  at  once, — (it  would  have 
been  better  if  he  had  begun  all  at  once,  as  he  had  taken  the  liberty  if 
tePing  him  at  the  time  in  his  place  in  Parliament, —  but  so  long  as  men 
were  men,  there  would  be  feelings  in  their  bosoms  as  to  persons  with  whom 
they  had  been  long  and  intimately  assoi‘iated,  nor  were  those  feelings  to  be 
reprobated  as  unamiable  in  their  foundation,  provided  that  they  were  not 
carried  too  far  by  indulgence,) — was  there,  he  would  again  ask,  anything 
•0  very  extraordinary  in  his  not  breaking  squares  all  at  once  upon  every  great 
national  question  with  those  very  men  whom  accident  alone  had  made  his  col¬ 
leagues  — Alluding  to  the  Corn  question  and  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington's 
conduct,  Mr  B.  observed,  “  there  was  the  same  difference  of  policy  observ¬ 
able  in  the  conduct  of  the  former  men  and  of  the  present,  with  respect  to 
the  laws  affecting  corn, — laws  which  affect  not  only  the  trade  of  the 
country,  but  also  the  subsistence  and  the  sacred  rights  of  the  poorer  classes 
in  it — laws  which  involve  the  great  question,  whether  the  poor  man  shall 
have  bread  at  a  reasonably  cheap  price,  and  whether  he  shall  be  allowed 
to  live  on  the  bounty  of  Providence  without  paying  more  for  it  in  the  sweat 
of  bia  brow  than  cither  his  strength  would  endure,  or  his  patience  permit 
him  to  pay.  (Great  cheering.)  He  could  not  help  feeling  that  those  statesmen 
wbo  wished  to  act  liberally  by  Europe  and  America  must  have  been  the  men 
krhokad  introduced  the  present  measure  toamend  the  corn-laws.  Heshrewdly 
iutp^cted  that  those  of  their  former  colleagues,  who,  now  that  they  were 
out  of  office,  would  not  lend  their  support  to  the  hill  which  they  had  pledged 
tbemaclvet  whilst  in  office  to  carry  through  Parliament,  were  not  the 
aiiinors  of  it.  {Hear,  hear!)  He  thought  that  the  members  of  the  late 
Admihistrttion  now  in  office  were  alone  the  parents  of  it ;  for  if  their  late

Under  such  cir¬ 
cumstances,  he  had  consented  to  accept  a  silk  gown,  though  he  should 
positively  lose  by  the  change  ;  for  instead  of  succeeding  to  the  notoriow 
and  undisputed  lead  of  the  Northern  Circuit,  such  as  Mr  Scarlett  had  it, 
he  should  succeed  to  it  along  with  six  other  competitors.  It  was  no  fas  t 
of  the  late  Lord  Chancellor  that  he  had  not  had  a  silk  gown.  He  bad 
formerly  refused  it  from  circumstances  of  a  personal  nature,  and  he  bad

BILL  FOR  THE  IIIGLLATION  OF  BANKS. 

Lord  RedfsdaLe  moved  the  first  reading  of  the  Hill  for  the  Regulation 
of  Banks,  the  object  of  which  was,  to  provide  that  the  accounts  should  be 
kept  in  siu-h  order  as  would  tend  greatly  to  prevent  insolvency.  Every 
banking-house  in  the  country  should  balance  its  accounts  once  a  year,  to  . 
ascertain  the  real  condition  of  its  funds.  Hy  the  law  of  Holland,  every 
trader  was  obliged  to  keep  such  accounts  as  would  show  tlic  state  of  his 
capital,  and  the  way  it  had  been  disposed  of,  or,  in  case  of  failure,  be  was 
deprived  of  the  benefit  of  the  bankrupt  laws.  Sometliing  of  the  kind,  be 
contended,  would  give  solidity  to  the  banking  system  of  this  country. — The 
Hill  was  then  read  the  first  time. 

POOR  OF  IRELAND. 

I^rd  CAnBERT  presented  three  •  petitions  on  this  subject;  the  fiist 
praying  that  their  Lordships  would  provide  for  the  niainlenance  of  the  - 
distressed  and  infirm  poor  of  Ireland  :  the  other  two  were  opposed  to 
the  prayer  of  that  petition. 

Ia)rd  Limerick  opposed  the  introduclion  of  the  Poor  Laws  into  Ireland : 
no  measure,  he  said,  could  he  more  mischievous — it  would  involve  the 
whole  country  in  one  common  desolation,  best  desciibetl  by  the  verse — 

“  7V//.»  is  your  starving-place,  and  that  is  mine.” 

With  potatoes  and  the  Poor  I^ws,  the  population  would  soon  be  doubled^ 
and  the  misery  augmented  in  a  fearful  proportion. 

Lord  Farntiam  did  not  appr(»ve  of  the  introduction  of  the  Poor  La wf 
into  Ireland,  but  he  thought  that  some  provislou  should  be  made  for  the 
sick  and  the  aged. 

Lord  DaiiN'i.EY  did  not  think  a  .state  of  things  should  exist  which  allowed 
people  actually  to  die  in  the  streets  of  starvation.  The  misery  of  seven 
millions  of  their  fellow- subjects  unquestionably  demanded  tbe  serious  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  House. 

Dird  Godecich  said,  the  great  pressure  in  Ireland  arose  from  the  want  of 
employment;  it  was  a  misfortune  deeply  to  be  lamented;  but  he  doubted 
whether  the  introduction  of  tbe  Poor  Laws  would  remedy  the  evil.  At  »ll  . 
events,  great  caution  was  necessary  in  a  matter  of  this  description. 

Lord  Laksdown  thought  that  the  question  was  surrounded  with  difficul¬ 
ties  ;  but  he  recommended  the  establishment  of  dispensaries  in  various 
parts  of  Ireland,  and  was  of  opinion  that  Padiament  should  lend  its  aid  for 
that  purpose. 

The  petitions  w’cre  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

ADMIRALTY. 

Lord  Eceen BOROUGH  said  he  should  not  press  his  motion  respecting  tht 
Commissions  signed  by  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  as  he  understood  that  they 
must  be  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  though  he  should  have  preferred  . 
that  a  Member  of  tbe  Council  should  have  beeu  responsible  for  tbe  Bf-. 
pointments. 

The  Bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Tuesday,  June  19. 

THE  LATE  CORN  BILL. 

liOrd  GnosvRNOR  complained  of  the  inaccuracy  of  the  published  litfs  of 
divisions  relative  to  the  amendment  of  the  late  Corn  Hill,  and  alluded  with 
some  severity  to  the  conduct  of  those,  who,  having,  as  they  said,  improved 
the  Hill,  nevertheless  refrained  from  moving  for  its  third  reading. 

Lord  Saeisburv,  referring  to  the  new  Bill  proposed  in  the  other  House 
in  consequence  of  the  abandonment  of  the  former  one,  sai«l  that  it  had  beeo 
brought  forward  with  most  extraordinary  language.  (  Order,  order  !  \ 

The  Lord  Ciiavcfm.or  spoke  of  the  evil  consequences  which  murt 
result  from  such  allusions  to  proceedings  in  the  other  House,  and  of  their 
great  irregularity. 

l.<ord  Grev  said,  the  irregularity  was  owing  to  the  Noble  Earl  upj^ite 
(Lord  Grosvenor)— and  though  he  lamented  it,  there  was  an  inconvenience 
still  greater  to  be  apprehended,  from  a  latitude  taken  in  the  other  HoBie,  by 
persons  in  authoiity,  of  throwing  reflections  upon  this  House,  which,  at  tfl 
independent  branch  of  the  legislature,  he  trusted  their  Ixirdshipt  would 
never  suffer.  {Loud  cheers.)  He  would  repeat,  if  further  tnconveittenc* 
was  threatened,  what  he  had  said  on  a  former  occasion,^ — that  he  trusts 
that  this  House  posses.sed  suflicient  spliit  and  firmness  in^  the  first  plara 
to  despise  the  attempt,  and,  if  it  should  be  persevered  in,  to  resist  iU 
(Great  cheering.') 

Hie  Marquis  of  Salisbury  stated,  that  he  did  not  know  whetker  tbe 
statements  made  amounletl  to  a  breach  of  privilege ;  but  be  thonght  that 
when  words  of  the  most  disorderly  character  were  attributed  to  persona  in 
authority,  they  ought,  on  the  part  of  those  persons,  to  be  contradicted. 

The  I/>RD  Chancellor  hoped  thst  this  conversation  would  not  be  con¬ 
tinued,  as  it  was  most  irregular,  and  <*ould  only  tend  to  excite  tngry 
feelings.  (Here  the  contersstion  dropped.)

QUESTION  OF  PmVlLFCB. 

Lord  WiNCuiLSKA,  on  presenting  a  petition  against  tbe  Catholic  C^afnM,' 
took  the  opportunity  to  allude  to  certain  speeches  msde  In  the  other  nOddr,  ^ 
contaioing,  be  said,  aij^rtiona  on  tbe  character  of  Members  Houte,  * 

by  ioil&moM  that  uf  yoUi  tbtjr  bid  glvto  win  |tV4ir  ^RfM 
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feeliagt  and  not  on  public  grounds.  [Here  the  Lord  Chanxellor  depre¬ 
cated  the  allusions  to  the  proc^-edings  of  the  other  House,  as  contrary  to 
order.]  — Lord  \ViNXfiii.SKA  proceeded  to  say,  that  he  felt  warmly  on  the 
subject ;  that  he  was  ready  to  sacrihce  his  property,  and  trample  under  his 
feet  every  empty  honour,  rather  than  sacrifice  the  honourable  feeling  he 
entertained  ;  that  the  charau;ters  of  public  men,  of  those  who  had  contri¬ 
buted  to  eunoble  their  country,  had  been  vilified  ;  that  an  illustrious  mili¬ 
tary  individual  had  been  basely  traduced  ;  and  that  it  became  the  duty 
of  every  one  to  stand  boldly  forward  and  disavow  such  imputations, 
(//ear,  hear  1) 

Lord  Goderich  said,  he  could  not  see  on  what  ground  they  were  called 
upon  to  discuss  language  held  elsewhere  ;  and  the  duties  of  the  two  Houses 
could  not  be  beneficially  performed  if  their  time  was  occupied  in  matters  of 
this  kind.  In  their  Lordships'  House,  pointed  remarks  and  imputations  had 
been  made  and  thrown  out  upon  Members  of  the  other  branch  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  ;  and  therefore  their  Lor.jships  should  feel  less  disposed  to  take  up 
miUetS  of  such  a  kind  with  warmth. 

Earl  Grey  agreed  with  the  Noble  Lord  in  thinking  that  nothing  was 
more  dangerous  to  the  character  of  both  Houses,  than  the  practice  of  ques¬ 
tioning  the  motives  which  had  actuated  individuals  in  the  performance  of 
tKeir  legislative  duties,  and  of  casting  the  worst  refiections.  If  such  prac¬ 
tice  was  continued,  he  hoped  that  the  Noble  Viscount  opposite,  and  the 
Noble  Lord  on  the  Woolsack,  would  use  their  influence  to  prevent  expres¬ 
sions  coming  from  an  Individual,  whose  situation  ought  to  place  him  under 
refstraints  of  rriore  decorum  than  to  allow  himself  to  use  expressions  striking 
at  the  very  independence  of  this  House,  vilifying  its  character,  and  such  as 
were  never  uttered  before,  particularly  by  a  Minister  of  State,  applied  in 
the  first  instance  to  the  individual  who  proposed  an  amendment  to  a  certain 
bill,  and  next  applied  to  all  the  persons  who  had  concurred  in  that  measure, 
—as  went  to  excite  haired  against  this  House  throughout  the  country,  and 
coming  under  that  description  of  language  which  was  likely  to  provoke 
retaliation,  while  the  person  using  those  expressions  was  one  of  those  who 
bad  supported  a  law  which  would  send  the  person  who  might  be  provoked 
to  retaliate  to  banishment.  These  being  topics  which  might  prorluce  bad 
effects  of  the  most  serious  character  to  the  country,  and  calculated  to  de¬ 
stroy  the  harmony  of  the  two  Houses,  he  did  hope  that  care  would  be  taken 
to  inspire  a  little  more  temperance  in  that  person  who  was  the  first  to 
excite  a  discussion  of  this  nature.  'I'fie  subject  was  most  important,  and  he 
beped  it  would  be  conducted  with  the  firmness  which  became  the  dignity 
of  this  House. 

Lord  La Ks DOWN  said,  he  deemed  it  far  more  consistent  with  the  dignity 
of  their  Lordships*  House,  to  rely  upon  lu  own  character,  upon  the  justice 
of  its  proi'eedings,  and  u^mn  the  ho  .our  of  the  Individuals  who  compose  it, 
than  to  enter  into  a  sensitive  and  querulous  inquiry  as  to  what  might  be 
put  forth  on  any  of  its  proceedings.  He  was  not  awaie  of  the  precise 
expressions  in  question,  and  wiiich,  for  tlie  sake  of  harmony,  he  wished  had 
not  Lfpu  uttered  ;  but  all  that  he  could  say  was,  that  as  an  individual 
Member,  he  would  endeavour  to  do  that  which  he  was  sure  the  whole 
J louse  would  also  endeavour  to  do — namely,  to  prevent  that  course  of 
•liusion  which  all  the  Noble  Lords  had  agreed  ouglit  to  be  avoided. 

'Lord  Ei.i.ENaoRoucii  observed,  they  would  call  Noble  Lords  to  order  in 
vain,  if  order  was  not  adhered  to  elsewhere,  lie  felt  no  disposition  to  make 
any  observations  on  the  remarks  alluded  to.  The  contempt  with  which 
they  had  inspired  him  had  not  induced  him  to  say  anything  on  the  subject, 
but  to  treat  tbeni  with  the  contemptuous  silence  they  deserved. 

'  Lord  Lansdow  n  said,  no  course  of  proceeding  could  be  so  unjust  as  to 
impute  to  any  man  words  which  he  had  no  opportunity  of  refuting,  or 
which  had  not  been  regularly  made  known  to  them. 

Lord  l»NooNOfcRRv.— Would  the  Noble  Marquis  undertake  to  use  his 
influence  with  the  Right  Honourable  Geutleman  to  publish  his  speech 
w^Uiout  aheration  or  omission  ? 

Lord  Goderich  hoped  the  I^oble  Marquis  would  not  answer  the  ques¬ 
tion.  {Soaeawer.)  ’ 

Lord  Laksdown  presented  a  petition  from  certain  Dissenters  in  Cork, 
complaining  of  their  being  oblig^  to  serve  as  Churchwardens  of  the  Esta¬ 
blished  Cbureii. 

Thursday  t  June  2\. 

The  Corn  Average  Bill,  the  object  of  which,  Lord  Goderich  said,  was 
to  give  additional  facility  fur  taking  the  averages  with  the  utmost  possible  cor- 
rteinesa,  was  read  a  secoud  time,  after  some  remarks  by  Lord  Malmesbury 
and  otbert.

CORN  LAWS.  j 

Lord  Milton,  in  presenting  a  petition  respecting  the  Corn  Laws,aUuilBe 
to  the  conduct  of  the  other  House,  remarked,  that  it  had  givea'hun^ 
greatest  pain,  as  it  might  induce  many  t^  iufer  that  that  body  were  &oi 
only  not  so  well  imbued  with  sound  principles  on  commercial  prmciples,  tnu 
had  not  that  proper  feeling  for  the  interest  of  the  population  of  this  coaairt 
as,  in  his  opinion,  became  the  Aristocracy  of  this  gieat  empire. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr  Western,  the  House  having  gone  into  a  cio.' 
mittee  on  the  Corn  Acts  of  1815  and  1822,  .Mr  W.  observed,  that  his  oh  ect' 
was  confined  to  a  single  proposition,  viz.  to  allow  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  1822  to  go  at  once  into  full  effect.  By  that  Act,  wheal  was  ad  nlsible 
at  70x.  at  a  duly  of  17s.  which  was  to  be  reduced  to  I2i.  as  soan  as  ike 
price  reached  80.».,  and  from  80*.  to  85*.  the  duty  was  to  be  5x.,  above  whick 
price  it  was  to  be  1*.  He  could  not  anticipate  any  danger  from  allowing 
wheat  to  come  in  at  70*.  The  last  average  was  58*.  and  the  market  was 
kept  down  by  the  prospect  of  a  good  harvest.  His  great  object  was  to  keep 
this  country  independent  of  supplies  of  grain  from  foreign  oalioos,  wbei 
had  been  that  of  some  of  the  most  eminent  statesmen  of  past  times.  Mr 
W.  concluded  by  moving  “  that  there  should  be  repealed  so  mich  of  liie 
.Act  of  1822  for  the  regulation  of  the  foreign  corn  trade,  as  prevent  its  pro¬ 
visions  from  having  effect  till  the  prices  of  wheat  reached  80*.  per  quarter.’* 

Mr  Canning  complimented  the  Honourable  Gentleman  on  the  lone  and 
manner  he  had  adopted,  which,  be  said,  were  exactly  suitable  to  a  que»iiM 
involving  subjects  of  so  deep  a  nature  as  the  food  of  a  whole  populatiM. 
(Cheers.)  He  should  show  the  same  spirit;  and  he  could  conceive  co 
degree  of  faction  so  entirely  reprehensible,  and  more  worthy  of  the  lieavIeR 
censure,  than  that  which  could  induce  any  men,  upon  whatever  motive  tkey 
might  act,  to  draw  to  party  purposes  a  subject  which  so  deeply  cunceroel 
all  classes  of  the  country,  without  any  exception.  {Loud  cheeiini/:.)

a  quarter  was  a  fair  price  for  corn  free  of  duty.  But  had  the  Hon 
Member  so  far  forgotten  the  views  which  the  House  had  so  lately  expressed 
upon  the  subject,  as  seriously  to  say  that  up  to  7Ui.  there  should  not  be  one 
graiu  of  foreign  corn  admitted  ?  The  Hon.  Member  no  later  than  last 
Thursday,  stated,  that  60t.  of  the  present  day  was  equivalent  to  80«.  of  tho 
year  1815.  In  this  opinion  he  (Mr  Hiiskisson)  felt  disposed  to  agree  ;*  but 
he  would  ask,  if  60.t.  of  the  year  1815  was  equal  to  80^.  now,  then  what 
was  his  proposal  of  70s.  I  Why  it  was  equal  by  his  own  showing  to  95s» 
of  the  year  1815.  (Cheers  )  So  that  his  proposition  amounted  to  this. — 
that  95«.  was  the  price  at  whicli  corn  might  be  admitted  ;  with  this  diffe* 
rence,  however,  that  the  law  of  1 815  admitted  foreign  corn  free  of  duty^ 
and  now  at  a  price  of  95.«.  a  duty  of  2bs.  was  chargeable  upon  it.  (Uear^ 
hear!)  He  should  give  his  support  to  the  measure  of  his  llight  Hon* 
Friend,  for  he  felt  that  to  introduce  one  of  a  permanent  nature  would  be 
t)  subject  it  to  the  fate  which  attended  the  Bill  in  the  other  Mouse.  And^ 
how  could  he  suppose  otherwise,  when  he  reflected  that  the  Noble  Duke 
gave  the  measure  his  sanction  when  first  it  was  introduced,  and  opposed  it 
in  a  subsequent  stage,  notwithstanding  the  convincing  reply  to  his  objec* 
tions  urged  by  a  Noble  Friend  (Lord  Goderich,)  and  which  met  no  other 
answer  than  this— Here  is  our  amendment ;  we  know  it  is  fatal  to  the 
bill,  and  therefore  we  are  determined  to  carry  it.”  A  bill  therefore  similar 
to  that  which  was  rendered  abortive  could  not  be  again  introduced, — that 
bill,  which  was  carried  by  the  House  with  a  triumphant  majority,  the  effects 
of  which  would  soon  have  spread  throughout  the  empire,  lulling  irritation 
and  angry  feeling,  which  for  years  had  prevailed  in  consequence  of  the 
unsettled  state  of  this  question — that  bill,  which  had  awakened  the  hopes  of 
those  whom  it  w-as  intended  to  relieve,  and  which,  if  it  possessed  no  other 
merit,  would  at  least  have  redeemed  the  character  of  the  landed  interest 
from  the  imputation,  that  from  1815  to  the  present  period  they  hatl  shut 
their  eyes  and  ears  to  the  distresses  of  their  fellow'-countrymeii — that  bill 
was  lost  to  the  country,  and  he  could  not  but  regret  deeply  that  such  had 
been  its  fate.  (Cheers.) 

Lord  Moupf.tu  observed,  that  in  the  measure  which  had  failed  else¬ 
where,  the  agricultural  interest  had  obtained  probably  more  than  they  ex¬ 
pected,  whilst  the  commercial  classes — in  fact,  all  the  consumers — were 
content.  One  great  mistake  had,  however,  been  committed,  hy  the  indul-^ 
gence  of  a  fond  credulity,  in  supposing  that  when  the  measure  reached  that 
place  where  one  of  those  interests  prevailed,  and  where  a  generous  princi¬ 
ple  ought  to  prevail,  the  wishes  and  the  hopes  of  the  country  would  be  gra¬ 
tified.  (r/irers.)  If  there  was  anything  w  anted  to  mark  out  the  great  and 
splendid  distinction  between  those  who  left  and  those  who  remained  in 
favour,  that  difference  would  now  be  fully  recognized  by  the  whole  body  of 
the  people.  (  Loud  cheers.) 

Mr  Western  contended,  that  tho  measure  of  the  Right  Hon.  Geotlemts 
might  br*  good  or  bad,  but  it  was  no  answer  to  his  proposition. 

Mr  Ca.nninc;  said,  he  had  been  asked,  why,  instead  of  a  temporary 
measure,  he  did  not  introduce  a  permanent  one?  He  answered,  becauio 
he  did  not  wish  to  subject  it  to  that  fate  which  had  attended  the  last  (henr^ 
hear!) — because  he  felt  that  there  was  a  determined  spirit  in  the  other 
House  to  reject  whatever  the  Commons  should ‘agree  to  on  this  subject. 

He  had  conversed  with  persons  of  all  iien- 
timents  ;  but  he  had  not  met  with  one  individual  who  would  say  that  ha 
believed  there  were  one  hundred  and  thirty>three  votes  given  in  favour  of  a 
certain  amendment,  without  some  other  bond  of  sympathy  besides  a  convic¬ 
tion  that  the  measure  was  honest.  Did  he  accuse  any  one  of  faction  ? 
No  such  thing.  He  had  listened  to  the  correspondence  read  by  his  Right 
Hon.  Friend,  and  he  was  not  convinced  that  the  Duke  of  Wellington  did 
not  lalmtir  under  some  misapprehension.  But  he  could  not  exclude  from 
his  consideration,  that  even  so  great  a  man  as  the  Duke  had  been  made  an 
instrument  in  the  hands  of  others.

the  conduct  of  the  government  of  that  colony  under  Lord  Charles 
Somerset. — The  Hon.  Member  said,  the  attention  of  Government  was 
loudly  called  to  a  consideration  of  this  subject,  for  that  no  British  Colony 
should  be  allowed  to  remain  under  such  an  arbitrary  system.  Every 
newspaper  in  the  Colony  had  been  suppressed,  and  the  Governor  had 
even  refused  to  allow  of  the  establishment  of  a  Litorsry  Society,  sUhougb 
61  of  the  most  respectable  persons  at  the  Cape,  the  Chief  Justice  among 
them,  had  solicitea  it.  Such  jealousy  was  quite  inconsistent  with  the 
freedom  that  ought  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  Colonists  of  England. 

Mr  Hvme  ob^rved,  that  the  Right  lion.  Gcntlemaa  (Mr  W«  Horton} 
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had  ibe  other  night  denied  that  Mr  Greig  had  been  banished  from  the 
Cape  ;  but  such,  neveitheless,  was  the  fact;  for  though  ihe  order  had  been 
withdrawn,  yet,  as  Mr  Greig's  types  and  presses  had  been  seized,  he  had 
been  obliged  to  proceed  to  England  to  seek  redress  for  his  grievances. — The 
petitioners,  Mr  H.  said,  accused  the  Governor  with  having  added  to  the 
amount  of  the  national  debt,  with  having  illegally  levied  taxes,  and  with 
various  other  acts  of  an  aibitrary  nature.  The  petition  certainly  contained 
anfKcient  .matter  to  induce  the  ilouse  to  enter  on  an  inquiry,  in  order  to 
rescue  this  fine  Colony  from  its  unfortunate  situation. 

Mr  W.  Horton  said,  it  was  quite  unfair  to  visit  on  Lord  C.  Somerset 
the  introduction  of  that  arbitrary  pow'er,  which  belonged  to  the  original 
administration  of  Government  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  not  to  him 
(//ear,  hear!) — Ministers  had  not  neglected  the  subject ;  and  they  were 
now  seeking  information  fur  the  express  purpose  of  meliorating  the  con* 
dition  of  the  Colonists.  In  the  next  session,  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  stale  to 
the  House  the  progress  they  had  made. 

Mr  Hume  wished  to  learn  what  was  doing,  and  whether  Lord  C.  Somer* 
set  was  to  go  out  to  the  Cape  again  ? 

Mr  W,  Horton  said,  he  could  not  say  what  was  to  be  done,  as  it  was 
expected  that  a  motion  would  be  brouglit  forward  on  the  subject. 

Mr  Warburton  observed,  that  while  it  was  supposed  that  Lord  C. 
Somerset  would  be  sent  out  as  Governor  again,  witnesses  were  afraid  of 
comiug  forward  to  substantiate  the  allegations  against  him — and  this  might 
account  for  the  motion  not  having  been  made.

CASE  OE  THOMAS  FLANAGAN. 

Thomas  Flanagan  was  called  to  tlie  bar  of  the  House,  when  the  Speaker 
addressed  him,  saying,  that  the  House  had  directed  him  to  be  brought  to 
tbe  Bar  in  consequence  of  tiiere  having  been^  with  his  privity  aud  cogni¬ 
zance,  forged  signatures  applied  to  a  certain  petition,  purporting  to  be  an 
election  one,  from  the  borough  of  Athlone,  and  presented  to  that  House  on 
the  lat  of  Deceiitber  last,  in  doing  this,  he  had  been  guilty  of  a  high 
breach  of  the  privileges  of  that  House,  and  he  was  then  in  custody,  and 
placed  tiiere,  in  order  that  he  might  have  an  opportunity  of  giving  such 
explanation  of  his  conduct  as  circumstances  might  justify. 

Mr  Flanagan  then  addressed  the  House,  and  denied  that  he  was  guilty 
of  the  offence  of  which  he  had  been  convicted. 

Mr  S.  IlicE  moved  that  Mr  Flanagan,  for  his  offence,  should  be  com¬ 
mitted  to  Newgate- 

Mr  IluMb  thought  the  case  not  sufficiently  strong  to  call  for  such 
seventy. — Mr  Flanagan  had  certainly  affixed  four  names  to  the  Athlone 
election  peiition  ;  but  the  petition  was  only  an  amended  petitio.i ;  and  to 
the  original  petition,  which  some  inform  i lily  had  prevented  from  being 
received,  the  actual  signatures  of  those  four  patties  had  been  placed.  It 
was  a  fault,  but  scarcely  a  fraud ;  and  he  should  move,  that  Mr  Flanagan 
be  called  to  the  bar  and  admonished.** 

Sir  John  Ntwpoiir  said,  that  if  such  practices  were  permitted,  no 
Member  would  venture  to  pre.sent  a  petition  without  personally  inquiring 
ihlp  the  validity  of  tiie  .signatures  that  appeared  to  it.

Sir  T.  U.  Acf.ANi)  said,  that  his  Honourable  Friend  had  introduced  a 
clause,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  make  in.irriage  altogether  a  civil  contract. 
To  this  he  could  not  ct>;iaent ;  aud  he  wished  Ins  Honourab'e  Friend  would 
postpone  the  third  reading  for  a  day  or  two,  to  give  time  for  devising  some 
remedy.  Bv  the  present  Bill,  Dissenters,  after  publication  of  bans,  might 
go  before  a  .^lagistrate  and  complete  the  coiHrict,  the  Magistrate’s  certiti- 
cate  being  fotwjrdt-d  to  the  pan.%h  church.  He  should  propose,  that,  after 
tba  pariiea  had  made  a  dc.  laiatioo  of  their  inteniioa  before  the  Magistrate, 
latter  should  authorize  ihem  to  he  married  in  a  Disaenling  place  of 
arorahip.  He  moved  that  the  third  re.iJing  be  postpoiieU  till  Tbursday. 

Mr  W'ju.  Sviiiii  contended  that  this  act  merely  re^toroil  the  marriage  law 
lo  what  it  was  before  the  patMOg  of  Lord  ilardwlcke'a  Aut  in  1752,  wheu 
ibe  cereiuuny  ot  marriage  between  Dissenters  was  a  civil  contract. 

Sir  C.  Wetuvmsll  opposed  the  Bill,  because  be  coruidered  it  a  violation 
of  ibe  ceremony  enjoiursl  by  the  Church  of  England,  and  a  renewal  of  the 
oeremoniea  of  Cromwelf.

Air  K.’  Grant  said,  however  much  he  respected  tbe  Dissenters,  do  man  dif 
fered  from  them  more  widely  in  point  of  doctiine  ;  but  he  thout^ht  that  tin 
were  entitled  to  have  their  m'arriages  celebrated  in  that  mauaer 
should  not  war  against  their  scruples. 

Mr  Canning  observed,  that  with  respect  to  the  priociple  of  the  BiU 
most  of  the  objecting  parties  agreed.  In  his  opinion,  the  arguments  of 
Honourable  and  Learned  Gentleman  (Sir  C.  Wethereli)  were  pushed  too 
far.  He  confessed,  when  he  heard  it  asserted  that  no  inarria<re  was  lesril 
which  was  not  solemnized  in  a  church,  he  felt  some  alarm*  becarue 
recollected  that,  though  he  was  not  married  in  -a  tavern,  he  certaiQly  had 
been  married  in  a  room.  (  //ear,  hear  !)  But  the  Learned  Geuileman  said 
these  were  marriages  by  licence — in  other  words,  by  the  purchase  of  mooer’ 
Did  the  Learned  Gentleman,  who  was  so  great  an  enemy  to  the  abuses  of 
Home,  consider  that  the  man  who  possessed  the  accident  of  riches  was 
authorized  to  do  that  which  was  denied  to  the  poor  man?  (Hear!) 
Such  arguments,  he  confessed,  could  have  on  other  effect  than  to  coo&ra 
the  opinions  of  those  who  were  favourable  to  the  measure.  If  the  Bill 
passed,  it  would  go  to  another  place,  where,  though  it  might  be  oppowdby 
great  learning,  great  talents,  and  undoubted  piety,  Uiere  would  belbuail 
talents,  learning,  and  piety,  of  equal  estimation,  to  defend  it.  He  voted 
under  the  protection  of  not  the  least  respectable  and  prepouderatiug  pan  if 
the  Church  of  England ;  and  feeling  this  to  be  the  fact,  be  voted  wuboot 
any  apprehension  of  the  result.  (Hear!)

AIr  Warburton  moved  for  the  production  of  certain  papers  connected 
with  this  establishment.  In  1797  application  was  made  by  this  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  an  act,  which  contained  ine  extraordinary  clause  of  secunngto 
themselves  the  monopoly  of  lecturing  on  surgery.  This  clause  was  scooted. 
Ever  since,  however,  they  had  been  endeavouring  by  bye  laws  to  get  this 
power  secured  to  them,  which  had  appeared  so  monstrous  to  Parliament; 
and  the  persons  composing  the  Council,  being  for  the  most  part  roonect^ 
with  hospitals,  found  it  llieir  interest  lo  support  these  bye  laws.  Ihey  had 
pas.sed  a  law  by  which  they  refused  to  acknowledge  any  other  schools  of  »ur* 
gery  than  those  of  London,  Dublin,  Edinburgli,  Glasgow,  and  Aherdeeo.  lfi 
person  attended  a  provincial  hospital,  he  must  produce  a  certificate  of  two 
years  :  if  it  should  be  a  London  hospital,  one  year  was  sufficient.  Now  two 
out  of  these  five  schools  notoriously  afforded  no  facilities  for  thestudv 
tomy,  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  subjects  for  dissection.  T. 
College  of  Surgeons  also  refused  lo  take  any  certificate  of  attendinceit 
foreign  schools,  .however  distinguished  they  might  be.  Another  ^ouno 
complaint  was,  that  the  Hunterian  Museum  and  Library,  which  had  a 
purchased  with  the  public  money,  were  open  to  the  public  on  y  for 
days  in  the  week.

SMALL  DEBTS  BILL. 

Mr  Peel  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  facilitate  the  recovery  of 
mall  debu.  He  observed,  that  under  the  existing  law  the  recovery  of 
icdl  debu  was  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty.  The  manner  of  pro- 
cffdinff  in  the  County  Courts  for  the  recovery  of  20^.  or  40a'.  was  the  same 
isfor  the  recovery  of  1,000*.  The  expense  was  so  considerable,  that  a 
pe.Ton  suin<r  to  recover  40s.  would  think  himself  happy  if  he  got  off  at 
Kcost  of?/,  in  a  defended  action,  and  4/,  in  one  which  was  not  defended. 
He  proposed  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Courts  to  debts 
MDouuting  to  10/.  He  likewise  proposed  to  give  the  parties  the  benefit  of 
the  trial  by  Jury.  No  appeals  should,  be  allowed  ;  for  he  thought  it  better 
that  injustice  should  be  done  in  one  or  two  cases,  than  that  justice  should 
be  perpetually  defeated  by  delay.s.  {Hear!)  When,  however,  it  should 
be  quite  manifest  that  a  wrong  verdict  had  been  given,  he  would  reserve 
to  the  Sheriff  the  power  of  granting  a  new  trial.  So  C  __ 

employed,  and  the  Attorney’s  costs  should  not  exceed  lO.e.  For  the 
writ  at  present  in  use,  he  meant  to  substitute  a  simple  summons.  He 
thought  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  give  the  Court  the  power  of  direct¬ 
ing  the  payment  of  a  debt  by  instalments,  instead  of  proceeding  at  once 
to  an  execution,  which  almost  always  occasioned  the  ruin  of  the  party. 

Of  course,  if  the  instalments  were  not  regulaily  paid,  a  summary  process 
Bust  be  resorted  to.  The  main  object  of  his  Hill,  the  House  would  see, 
was  to  get  rid  of  the  practice  of  imprisoning  the  debtor,  and  to  assist  tiie 
remedy  against  his  property.

JEJUfiiielh  Evanahnw — TheSeifuelof**  Truth,**  a  Novel.  3  voU. 
Tuk  author  of  Truth,  in  a  very  brief  advert isemeut  to  these  volumes, 
iritiinatet  that  none  of  the  critiques  upon  that  striking  performance, — 
ail  of  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  puerile  slaver  of  the  Literatjf 
OuzrttB,  he  deems  fair  and  candid, — has  pointed  out  the  real  object 
of  the  work.  That' object,  he  here  asserb-i,  is  to  exemplify  through 
the  medium  of  a  real  character  the  excessive  hardship  of  confounding 
opinion  with  principle:  or,  in  other  words,  of  strictly  estimating 
moral  conduct  by  s|)eculative  belief.  The  present  production  carries 
00  the  design  by  a  continuation  of  the  history  of  the  heroine,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Evanshaw,  whose  further  experience  is  made  to  evince  the  spirit 
of  social  persecution  engendered  by  a  maxim  which  the  whole  history 
of  mankind  shows  to  be  decidedly  opposed  to  truth,  but  which  it  is 
•too  much  the  interest  of  every  class  of  theologians,  good  and  bad,  to 
uphold,  ever  to  be  altogether  superseded.  Whatever  the  slave  of 
•uperstition  or  the  enthusiast  may 'define  to  be  the  end  of  religion,  its 
criterion,  even  in  his  own  estimation,  is  involuntarily  formed  by  its 
alleged  nior^l  operation — the  only  test,  indeed,  understandable  by  man. 
While  sucli  IS  universally  felt  tu  be  the  case,  to  slander  the  heretic  or 
•  'fptic  becomes  as  it  were  a  species  of  duty  in  the  orthodox  and  the 
fiiihful;  and  how  amply  they  fulfil  it,  is  proved  by  the  bistory  of  all 
ages.  With  what  astonishing  imputations  do  the  various  books  of 
C  Milroversy  abound  in  darker  periods!  And  although  the  nature  of 
liter  times  will  not  allow  of  similar  rancour  and  disregard  to  truth, 
enough  is  praciisahle  and  practised,  to  evince  the  invt*terate  nature 
of  the  tendency.  It  is  somewhat  too  Ute  in  the  dav  to  class,  with  St 
Augustine,  the  virtues  of  heretics  under  tlic  head  o\  tfdenilid  tins,  or  to 
dwell  upon  the  doctrine  that  the  good  works  of  certain  persons  may 
**  partake  rather  of  the  nature  of  sin  ;*'  but  henc**  even  a  still  stronger 
necessity  for  the  active  exercise  of  a  system  of  scandal  and  detraction. 
Wbai !  allow  that  any  good  can  come  out  of  Nazareth  ?

volumes,  as  well  as  of  the  former ;  and  the  sceptical  but  hiahlv-  ’ 


ciple  l  Elizabeth  Evanshaw,  as  a  wife  and  mother,  U  mude  m  eli 
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rience  the  same  obloquy,  and  to  encounter  kindred  annoyances  T 
I  those  which  assailed  her  in  her  unmarried  state.  It  is  justly  obseA^ 
by  the  Westminster  Review,  that  the  doctrinal  or  controversial  nov  L 
like  indeed  every  work  of  tlie  same  nature  which  is  composed  to 
advance  a  particular  object,  must  necessarily  sacrifice  a  portion  of  ih# 
verisimilitude  appertaining  to  tales  which  attend  to  life  and  minii«n 
merely.  Some  such  allowance  must  be  made  in  the  perusal  of  Eltm. 
betk  Emnshaw,  but  it  is  certainly  not  more  than  h^n  been  exacted  m 
the  Calebses,  the  Tremaines,  the  Velvet  Cushions,  &cc.  of  thinkers  of 
anotlier  class.  In  the  present  work,  the  husband  succeeds  to  the 
bigotry  of  the  mother ;  and  the  efTect  of  the  councils  of  interested 
malignity  upon  a  weak,  faulty,  and  prejudiced  man,  grounded  upon 
the  assumed  danger  of  speculative  doubt  in  his  wife, — which  doubt 
supplies  at  once  both  occasion  and  point  of  attack,  is  unfolded  with 
considerable  force.  The  lofty  integrity  of  Elizabeth  is  well  main- 
tained,  as  well  as  many  of  the  incidental  characters:  a  Captain  Sea- 
forth,  in  particular,  is  very  neatly  sketched,  as  is  also  an  evangelical 
Mrs  Vengeur,  who  piquantly  enough  represents  the  onciion  frequently 
observable  in  certain  active,  mature,  but  not  exactly  aged  ladies,  who 
bustle  in  Bible  Societies,  patronise  preachers,  and  model  and  fashioa 
the  opinions  of  extensive  pious  coteries,  without  the  least  suspicion  that 
they  are  actuated  by  vanity  of  the  grossest  kind.  A^slight  portion  of 
seraphic  coquetry  is  infused  into  the  character  with  the  grea^eq  skill; 
and  the  soft,  mild,  plausible,  intrusive,  inquisitorial  impertinence, 
assumed  as  a  guise  for  the  dictatorial  spirit,  which,  like  a  snake  in  the 
grass,  lurks  beneath,  is  very  characteristically  described  and  appre¬ 
ciated.  In  other  pieces  of  portraiture,  the  author  has  been  less  fortu¬ 
nate,  at  least  in  a  dramatic  point  of  view  ;  the  argumentative  charac¬ 
ters,  in  language  and  manner,  resembling  each  other  too  closely;  nor 
can  we  much  admire  the  way  in  which  the  story  terminates.  To  say 
the  truth,  the  felicity  of  the  author  consists  not  in  the  fabrication  of 
adventure  or  event;  romance  in  particular  is  not  his  element,  and  in 
every  instance  the  mysterious  and  the  unexpected  in  his  mrrative  is 
forced  and  unnatural.  His  talent,  in  fad,  lies  another  way,  and  is 
principally  evinced  in  a  skilful  analysis  of  the  logical  fallacies  by  whick 
men  and  women  delude  themselves  into  half-unconscious  hy  pot  rites, 
and  allow  the  grossest  prejudices  to  instigate  them  to  the  comrai«!*ion 
of  oppression  and  injustice.  In  this  point  of  view,  Elizabetk 
show  IS  not  inferior  to  Truth,  while  it  abounds  with  similar  stiwjf 
observations  on  men  and  things,  and  keen  detection  and  exposure  of 
the  numerous  paradoxes,  platitudes,  and  common-places,  which,  ora¬ 
cularly  pronounced,  assume  the  dignity  of  wisdom,  and  sometinie* 
even  the  odour  of  sanctity.  In  a  word,  with  the  exception  of  occa¬ 
sionally  some  strong  ami  pleas4int  national  characteristic  exhibition, 
these  volumes  are  chiefly  valuable  for  the  manly  and  argumenutiie 
assailment  of  a  dogma,  which,  although  when  pushed  into  a  com«f, 
few  zealots  can  unequivocally  maintain,  nearly  the  whole 
secretly  and  practically  favour — namely,  that  opinion  and  prinetpk 
amount  to  the  same  thing,  and  that  error  in  the  one  neceswnly 
implies  corniption  in  the  otlier*  . 

For  our  own  parts,  we  approve  of  the  object  of  the  prevnt  wort, 
without  the  slightest  consideration  of  the  religious  opinions  en 
attacked  or  defended.  The  tenacity  with  which  the  fallacy  assji 
is  cherished  by  the  great  hulk  of  mankind,  we  hold  to  ^ 
source  of  the  endless  discord,  division,  hatred,  and  cabal,  whic  ,ot 
•he  plea  of  difference  of  religious  creeds,  make  such  a  pandemoniui 
of  society.  Owing  to  this  error,  every  day  afflicts  us  with  the  iiau?eooi 
spectacle  of  bodies  of  men  calmly  requesting  that  otherj  may  ewt- 
nally  be  held  in  chains;  with  all  the  minor  ramifications  of 
lion  and  injury,  which,  if  less  glaring,  are  scarcely  less 
IxHiking  to  the  malignity  engender^  on  all  sides  by  lb®  •

St  not  exactly  that  of  Reeve,  who^e  features  are  maiked  and  ex- 
p^«ive,  and  delivery  for  the  most  dry  and  pointed.  In  following 
C^0K,*he  must  chiefly  cultivate  repose,  and  repress  a  certain  tendency 
to  unnecessary  bustle,  which  almost  uniformly  attends  a  course  oi 
education  at  the  Minors.  He  cannot,  to  be  sure,  be  more  broadly 
hiocal  than  he  whom  he  follows :  he  has  only  to  cultivate  being  as 
quietly  so.  lie  was  waimly  applauded;  and  although  the  zeal  of 
friends  was  often  observable,  the  loud  laughs  of  the  spectators  were 
pot  to  be  mistaken.  The  whole  comedy  was  excellently  performed —

VAUXllALL  GARDENS. 

On  Monday  last,  the  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  a  bold 
attempt  was  made  to  represent  the  said  battle  at  these  gardens.  It 
being  utterly  impossible  to  do  anything  of  the  sort  with  the  least 
degree  of  verisimilitude,  to  use  the  language  of  I-ady  Macbeth,  “  the 
attempt,  and  not  the  deed,”  is  the  only  thing  for  which  the  proprie¬ 
tary  stands  a  cliance  of  being  confounded.  Setting  aside  resein 
blance,  the  affair  was  not  so  much  amiss  to  the  amateurs  of  drum, 
trumpet,  and  a  gay  variety  of  uniform.  The  scene  of  action  is  formed 
by  the  whole  extent  of  the  walk  appropriated  to  the  fire- works,  which 
is  shut  out  from  public  view  by  an  immense  curtain,  which  divides 
when  the  exhibition  commences,  and  presents  a  section  of  the  field 
of  Waterloo.  Much  marching,  counter-marching,  and  movement 
follows,  first  on  the  part  of  the  French,  and  then  of  the  English ;  and 
lastly,  simultaneously,  and  in  the  way  of  onset,  to  the  infinite  amuse¬ 
ment  of  the  groundlings,  whose  ears  arc  splilten  to  their  hearts  con 
tent.  The  two  Commanders,  Napoleon  and  Wellingtonf  are  repre¬ 
sented  with  tolerable  accuracy,  for  ih»<t  is  possible,  and  we  are  led  to< 
believe  that  the  appearance  of  each  General,  with  his  respective  suite 
on  horseback,  may  u|)proach  the  real  thing.  The  triumphant  chariot 
subsequently  introduced  with  its  six  horses,  and  the  riding  of  a 
horseman,  like  Earl  Douglas,  “  up  a  hill  perpendicular,”  in  order  id 
wave  a  flag  in  tiie  Temple  of  Fame  at  the  summit,  are  among  the 
class  of  dilficult  things,  which,  if  we  were  as  cynical  a*  Dr  Johnson^ 
we  might  probably  wish  impossible.  As  it  is,  we  will  only  observe, 
that  the  appearance  of  the  docile  animal,  rendered  diminutive  by 
heiglit  and  distance,  amidst  a  bbize  of  fire-wurks,  was  in  a  high 
degree  picturesque,  and  pleased  us  better  than  all  the  rest,  lluw  fat 
this  necessarily  very  expensive  entertainment  will  answer  the  object 
of  its  projectors,  seems  to  us  doubtful.  Astley  satiates  curiosity  as  to 
horses,  and,  like  all  theatrical  representations  of  battles,  almost  every 
thing  else  is  unavoidably  a  noisy  representation  of  nothing.  In  a 
word,  we  doubt  if  the  Genius  of  the  place  has  been  sufiiciently  con- 
»ulted  in  this  sjiecies  of  entertainment.  In  our  opinion,  all  should 
be  as  bland  and  riant  at  \'auxhall  as  their  Surrey  Worships  will  aiiow^ 
to  the  total  exclusion  of  broils  and  battles,  l  ither  in  ap|)ear:ince  or 
reality.  But  tliis  by  the  way;  for  we  suspect  the  acquaintance  of 
those  who  manage  here  with  the  Ball  family  to  be  quite  as  iiitimai^ 
as  our  own  ;  and  while  we  re  peit  those  who  can  lead  the  public 
taste,  we  cannot  feel  violently  indignant  at  the  good  people  who  make 
fortunes  by  following  it.
